Undermining the Cathedral. 

‘4 stately city, with a grest old cathedral 
in ite centre, keeping solemn guard over 
In" Such is Winchester. the sncieat 
aouthern ospital of England. _As the visitor” 
traverses ite winding etreetr, and passes 
under the qusiot, old-fashioned buildings 
with their red-tiled roofs ; and as ho enters. 
the Close, with its velvet lawns and crespor 
and rose-clad walls, thore agttles upon hior 
something of that. indofinable peaco which 
seems to hover over alt cathedral citics. 
Yet here, in the midst of this atmosphere 
of calm and old-worldliness, one of the 
most extraordinary feats of modern ¢n- 
gineoring is being undertaken. Ono fea- 
ture of this experiment is the employment 
of divers, with full sea-going apparatus, to 
gropo arnidat foundations that were sup- 
p2sed to be on dry land. 

The cathedral gives to Winchester ite 
atmosphere of cloistral seclusion; the 
cathedral in the reason for these rose clad 
buildings which aprround it, those pre- 
bendal dwellings aot amid grean lawos apd 
gardeng, all aglow with bloasoma; and the 
cathedral again is the cause of this bringing 
together the old and the new, the applica. 
tion of the accomulated intellect ot 
cuntories to eave tho visible memorial of 
those centuries, For Winohester's ‘solemn 
guard” isin danger of collapas. It ia tot- 
tering on ite foundations; its walls sre 
xaping, and ita roof inesttling. fore than 
twelve months ago the work of saving the 
atately cathedral was commenced, Mucly 
bas been accomplished, ' but many more 
months—the engineers themselves cannot 
say how many—aoiust elapse before the 
work ia complete. 

BUILT IN THE VA4lLey. 3. 

_ About the pear 1202, and during the 
episcopate of Bishop Godfrey do Lucy, it 
was decided to.extend the eastern ond of 
tho edifice by adding more aistes, snd the 
principal portion of this extension is that 
part now knowo as the Lady Chapol. 
When the architect setto work to secure 
hin foundations, he found - or be was pro- 
bably aleosdy aware of the fuct—that at a 
depth of s little more than 20ft, a bed of 
peat rested on the gravel. The explana™ 
tion of this formation is that the cathedral 
is built in the eslloy, Tn order to secure 
a steady bxse on which torsst hia founda- 
tious, the builder of chat pariod !aid hun- 
drede of beech tranks hotizantally across 
tho peat, and then Sled in with chalk and 
flint, By a carious oversight, almost {n- 
explicable when one remembers the skill 
and Ingenuity ofthe old cathedral build- 
ers, the possible. decay of the wooder 
“bottom” and the consequent ehiffidg 
snd falling away of the rubble of flint dnd 
chalk onthe unstable peat bed were on 
foressen. And this falling away was, of 
cotiree, inevitable.

In Great Britain, most of the aolf 
governing Colovies, and some of the 
Crown Colonies and protected states 
there are lnwe reatricting the amount of 
interest which oan be legally charged 
for money lent Thera ure ales previ 
sions in regard to lending money to 
infants The policy af the Hongkong 
Covernmént haa prelably been to inter 
fere as little as possille with the one 
tome of the Chinese in con nection with 
their financial methods, Thon it in 
well known that the rate of interest 
charged by Chinese banks and money 
lenders is enormously greater than that 
aerbaauled bythe foreign banks, 
eut instead of being calculated half year- 
ly o¢ annually is charged hy the moon 
or month. A witness in a recent case 
stated that he had inonies out on loan 


for which be received interest at the 


rate of three per cent per month. This 
ineans thirty six per cent per annum. 
At the moment we are unable to state 
what rate is fixed by tho Uome 
Government as being a fair return on 
the capital “lent bot we are fain to 
velieve that thirty six per cent would be 
considered usurions, Ofcourse a great 
deal depends upon the nature of the 
security. A higher rate must necessari- 
ly be charged when the seourity is doubt- 
ful but it would seem to be in the inter- 
ests of the people at large that some 
limit should be fixed other than the 
necessity of the bgrrower. Apparently
